Forest 


system selected for a trial - pro- 
gram of making such areas self 
supporting. 


Such a policy was radically dif- 


ferent from the policy that has 
been carried out in the past on 
the 4,500 camp and picnic places 
on the national forests. Tradition- 
ally, recreation in the 
national 


forests has been informal, free of 


charge and in harmony with a 
forest environment. In carrying 
this out simplicity, 
appropriate- 


ness and a minimum of rules were 
the keynotes. Most of the facilities 
were built by the Civilian Conver- 
sation Corps over 
a 
relatively 


short period. Because these facili- 
ties are now all roughly of the 
same age they are wearing out at 
about the same time. In the mean- 
time, since the CCC program has 
been dissolved a tremendous in- 
crease in the number of forest us- 
ers has developed. 


With this increase of users has 


come a proportionate number of 
thoughtless individuals 
who^ de- 


stroy property 
and 
befoul 
the 


campgrounds.

cost the Government—the people

State, including 


themselves—large sums of money 
each year by their thoughtlessness.

Forest is to have a man on the 
ground daily at each area.

provements, has had daily super- 
vision.

Recently Congressional Commit- 


tees have felt that since National 
Parks and Monuments use the fee 
system and are thus able to de- 
posit receipts from 
recreational 


use into the Treasury it is diffi- 
cult to understand why National 
Forests, with their recreational de- 
velopments, do not do 
likewise. 


Both National Parks and Nation- 
al Forests belong to the people 
of the United States so it can eas- 
ily be argued that if it is fair to 
charge for recreation on the form- 
er land it is equally fair to do so 
on the latter. 


Last year the first trial period 


of charging for use of facilities at 
Twin Lakes resulted in so little 
revenue fo rthe private individual 
who took the concession that he 
did not make a fair return on his 
investment. He was permitted last 
year to collect 5c and lOc from 
picnickers and 50c a car 
from 


campers. From the money collect- 
ed he supervised and policed the 
area, furnished a lifeguard, fur- 
nished camp wood, and did main- 
tenance work on the existing im- 
provements. He made a very small 
payment to the government and 
had to hire all of his help ajid pay 
many other operating costs, In- 
cluding taxes and license fees. 


In order to assure a reasonable 


return on the investment of the 
concessionaire, who all admit has 
been doing an excellent job, it was 
clear that something had to be 
done before another season rolled 
around. 


Supervisor 
Costley, 
therefore, 


consulted representative 
citizens 


from towns benefiting most from 
Twin Lakes and secured universal 
agreement for raising the fees for 
picnicking and swimming to 20c 
for adults^ and lOc for children for 
the 1950 season. 


The charge use for the facilities 


at Twin" Lakes it must be remem- 
bered is still just an experiment, 
arid may not be a permanent 
thing. In the meantime free use 
of the facilities of the other seven 
campgrounds on the Forest will 
continue as before.

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CARRYING THE BURDEN IN KOREA 
Battlefront reports describing the first American fight- 


ing in Korea did not make cheerful news. The slogging 
retreat recalled the bitter days of Bataan in the Philip- 
pines at the start of World War II. 


But General MacArthur has assured Washington that 


the situation is not critical. So our military leaders are 
not deeply troubled at the ground lost and the reverses 
suffered by U. S. forces. They are confident we can throw 
back the North Korean invaders beyond their boundary 
at the 38th parallel. 


The rather unhappy beginning for the Americans em- 


phasizes, however, that this task is not one to be accom- 
plished off-handedly with a mild show of strength. The 
North Korean Reds are well trained and well equipped. 
Their 150 to 160 tanks were decisive in the early advanc- 
es. Their field tactics reflect expert schooling from their 
masters in Moscow. 
, 


In any military action so fluid as the Korean war has 


been thus far, the first goal of the opposing force must 
be to establish a solid line, to check the headlong rush of 
the aggressors. That is not' an easy trjing under the cir- 
cumstances which prevailed in South Korea. 


The South Korean army was ill-equipped to combat the 


North Koreans' armor. Though U. S. military advisers 
rated the South Koreans' morale and fighting qualities 
high, they showed a marked tendency to fold up When 
confronted by tanks or the threat of tanks. 


With the men and equipment America could put into 


the fight immediately, there could "have been no great hope 
of halting the Reds from the moment contact warn made. 
Our forces were small. Our jet 'fighters were too fast for 
tree-level attacks on enemy columns and installations. I'he 
&-29'is a big target bomber and consequently out of place 
as a tactical weapon against bridges and gun emplace- 
ments. 


Time and the over-water movement of men and mater- 


ials will change this. As a defense line becomes stabil- 
ized across the Korean peninsula, we will begin the tedi- 
ous but necessary building up of strength behind that 
front. 


Eventually the moment will come when we will have 


sufficient power to strike back in real force, to roll the in- 
vaders back and restore South Korea to its rightful rulers. 


Apparently we cannot expect too much help from the 


South Koreans themselves in this operation. It will have 
to be largely an American show. But we shall see it 
through nevertheless. For the price of failure—open invita- 
tion to further Red aggression—is greater than any cost 
that could arise from the Korean war even should that 
conflict stretch out over many painful months. 


Naturally we should ask other members of the United 


Nations for whatever aid they can give, but we must 
recognize that some countries, like Britain and France, 
cannot extend much help without dangerously weakening 
the defenses against Communism at other vital points. 
Basically, the job is ours.

Ohio's Lausche Rides Fence 
With Labor Right Behind Him

(COLUMBUS, OHIO—(NEA)—Ohio's Democratic Gov. 3. Frank 
^ Lausche has tossed a band grenade into Buckeye politics. His 
somewhat ambiguous statement about endorsing Ohio's Sen. Robert A. 
Tart or his opponent, State Auditor Joseph T. Ferguson, has caused a 
lot of ducking for cover. 


Republicans seized the Lausche statement as an indication that he 
would endorse Taft. Democrats just as promptly belittled the state- 
ment. They said it didn't mean anything, because it was so fuzzily 
worded. Or else that it didn't make any difference. 
It is claimed that all Lausche is interested in Is his own success. By 
putting out a somewhat unnecessary statement which seemed to 
endorse Taft, Lausche was only making a bid for Republican and 
business support for his own campaign tor re-election to a third 
term as Ohio's governor. 
''THE Inside political dope, however, discounts all such speculation. 
•*• And it reveals that the Lausche statement was a-much more im- 
portant endorsement of Taft than even the Republicans may have 
realized. For two reasons: 


1. It has not been publicized, but before Lausche issued his state- 
ment, the Democratic national headquarters offered Governor Lausche 
a large campaign contribution for unaccountable spending if he would 
endorse Ferguson as Democratic candidate for" U. S. senator. 
Lausche turned down this offer. 
2. For some time past, Lausche has carried around with him two 


different statements on the senatorial race in Ohio. One was the 
statement he issued; which has caused all the argument. The other, 
and as yet unissued statement, is a direct and unmistakable endorse- 
ment of Taft 


These statements were apparently drawn up shortly after Senator 


Taft and Governor Lausche appeared on the same platform at Ohio 
"Wesleyan University some months ago. 


The two statements were shown to a number of prominent Ohloans. 
They gave varying advice on which statement he should issue at this 
time. The governor apparently made up his own mind to issue only 
the milder statement- 
WfHAT CIO's Political Action Committee and AFL's Labor League 
w for Political Education will do may be something else again. The 
blasts at Lausche made by AFL President William Green and Vice 
President Matthew Woll may be straws in the wind. 


Astute Jack Kroll, national director .ot PAC and something of a 


power in Ohio Democratic politics, has made a paraphrase of the 
Lausche statement which expresses his point of view: 


"After we have determined the issues," says the Kroll parody -of 


Lausche's ambiguous statement, "we will endorse the candidate for 
governor of Ohio who will serve our state best.

we decide he is Mr. Ebright, we wiU vote for the Republican. We 
will not allow our party interest to interfere with, or overcome our 
interest in, our country." 


Mr. Ebright is, of course, Ohio State Treasurer Don H. Ebright, the 


Republican candidate for governor, running against Lausche.

Pennsylvania's 1950 apple crop is 
expected to be 24 per cent small- 
er than the 1949 harvest. 


This is the prediction of 
the 


National Apple Institute. 


The institute estimated produc- 


tion this year at 7,500,000 bushels 
compared with 9,360,000 bushels 
last year. 


Pennsylvania Is the only state 


in the four-state Appalachian ap- 
ple belt that is expected to suffer 
a decline this year. For the other 
three states, Virginia, West Vir- 
ginia and Maryland, increases are 
expected. 


Weather conditions were blamed 


for the expected fall off in the 
Keystone State's apple production 
this year. Growers have reported 
that the apple season is now one 
to two weeks late for all varie- 
ties. 


Three varieties stand out in the 


Appalachian belt this year. They 
are Yorks, Rome Beauties 
and 


Golden Delicious Most growers 
report the yield heavy in all thiee 
varieties. 


Reports of scab Infestation Jn 


the Appalachian area range from 
none to as high as 25 per cent. 
The average for growers report- 
ing scab is three per cent in Penn- 
sylvania, Maryland and West Vir-

Washington— ( J P ) —Everything 


seemed so much the same—except 
for the civilian suit' the general 
wore—that one of the newsmen 
said in a kind of tired way: "This 
is where we came in." 


Major General Lewis B Her- 


shey, head of selective service, had 
called a news conference yester- 
day at 3 p. m. to talk about the 
draft. He had been head of selec- 
tive service in World War II and 
has been ever since. 


In those World War I days, 


when Hershey called a news con- 
ference, he always wore his uni- 
form. Yesterday he wore civilian 


clothes. But nothing else seemed 
' diffcient. 


He sat at the same kind of table,

Hart, who has been Hershey's 


public relations officer for years, 
wore his uniform.

And, as usual, 
the room was stuffy and packed 
with newsmen. 


Hershey seemed a little more re- 


laxed than he was during the last 
war. But then, of course, he was 


tensely up to his neck in a war. 
And today's fighting hasn't reach- 
ed the stage of world war. 


Only last week President Tru- 


man told the armed forces they 
could use the diaft, if necessary, 
to gjt the men they needed.

know the answer and had to ask J 
one of his uniformed aides.

be deferred, but only until the end 
of the term year in which they 
would have been drafted.
